Florida's saving and loan as- 
sociations financed the construc- 
tion of 23% more new homes 
during the first half of 1957 
than during the same period a 
year ago. Construction financ- 
ing totaling $114,002,656 pro- 
vided for 12,831 new dwellings 
comparer with 10,452 ` new 
homes financed during the first 
half of 1956. Well over 40% of 
all the new homes now being 
built in Florida are now being 
financed by these local thrift 
and home financing institutions, 
according to Leroy E. Northrup, 
president of the Florida Savings 
and Luan League.

Vegetable And Animal 
Qil In State Valued At 
$33 Million Last Year 


Vegetable and animal oils pro- 
duced in Florida last year were 
valued at some $33 million and 
were shipped throughout the na- 
tion for use in many different 
mnaufactured products. 

Oils from the resin of the pine 
tree are still Florida’s most im- 
portant oil crop, though not pro- 
duced in as large quantities as 
in former years. Used either as 
tall oil (a by-product of wood 
pulp plants) or in more refined 
forms such as turpentine and 
tar oils, they go into the manu- 
factute of paints, varnishes, 
plastics, synthetic resins, asphal- 
tic products, pharmaceuticals, 
disinfectants, rubber, polishes, 
soaps and ink. 

Other Florida oils are item- 
ized in this week's business re- 
view of the State Chamber's 
research and industrial division. 
The State's principal seed oil 
crop is tung oil, important in 
the manufacture of paints, varn- 
ishes, artificial leather, inks and 
tin-coating fluids, Tung oil's 
quick-drying and water-resist- 


ant qualities are its especially 
\desirable characteristics. 

Citrus peel and seed oils are 
currently produced in larger 
quantities than in the past. 
‘These oils are used in the manu- 
facture of perfumes, flavors, 
medicinals nad insectifuges. 
Peanut and cottonseed oils are 
also extracted in Florida, but 
in small quantities. 

Grease and tallow, by-pro- 
ducts of Florida's lestock in- 
dustry, are the printipal animal 
oils produced in the state. Fish 
oil is extracted in Florida, main- 
ly from menhaden, Virtually all 
of this oil is shipped out of the 
state and used in the manufac- 
ture of soaps, linoleum, paints, 
waterproofing compounds and 
in the tempering of steel

Mackey, Jr., 20, of Pahokee, 
driver of the truck carrying at 
least 36 migrant workers, fail- 
ed to stop at a stop sign before 
pulling into the path of a load- 
ed tractor trailer truck near 
Fayetteville, N. C. on June 6. 

‘Twenty-ine of the farm Wwork- 
ers, all negroes, died in the 
wreck and 16 others were in- 
jured. The dead included three 
women and a small child, 

* The ICC report said it was not 
possible to determine whether 
Mackey’s failure to stop at the 
intersection resulted from reck- 
less driving or brake failure, 

The report said the truck was 
in an “obviously deteriorated” 
condition and its maintenance 
had been neglected.
